THE PRESENT TRUTH. 

August, 1849. By MRS. E. G. WHITE.

At the commencement of the Holy Sabbath, (Jan.5,) 
we engaged in prayer with Bro. Belden's family at Rocky 
Hill, Ct., and the Holy Ghost fell upon us. I was taken 
off in vision to the Host Holy Place, where I saw Jesus 
(£tilj) interceding for Israel . Oh the bottom of his gar- 
mnt was a bell and a pomegranate, a bell anda pomegran¬ 
ate. Then I saw that Jesus would <poDdeavg> the Most 
Holy Place, until every case was decided^either for 
salvation or destruction: and tha t the (prat?)) of God 
could not come until Jesus had ^fxnishecj) his work in 
the Most Holy Place— laid off his priestly_attire and 
clothed himself with the garments of #engeanc|) . (Therj) 
Jesus will step out from between the Father and man, 
and Hnrl will keep silent no lo nger: but pour out his 
<$«ratF$) on those who have (fejectecj) his <£rutlij I saw that 
the (anger) of the nations, the (Wrattj) of God, and the 
time to judge the dead, were separate events, one 
following the other. I saw that ( jj tichae j) had not stood 
up, and that the time of(trouble^ such as"never was, 

had not yet commenced. Ti ne na tions are_now getting 

angry, but when our (fliqtjX f*ries £> has (finished ) his work 
in the Sanctuary , (Sj) will stand ip, put on the garments 
of vengeance, and then the seven last plagues will be 
poured out. I saw that the four angels would hold the 
four winds until Jesus' work was (flone) in the Sa nctuary, 
a nd then will come the seven last (fiTague^X These 
<]5TaguesJ(enraged) the wicked <jjigains£> the righteous, and 
they thougRfuTat we had brought them down upon them, 
and if they could rid the earth of us, then the plagues 
would be stayed. A decree went forth to^la^ the saints , 
which caused them to cry day and night for deliverance. 
This was the time of Jacob's trouble . Then all the 
saints cried out with anguish of spirit, and were de¬ 
livered by the Voice of God. (Therj) the 144,000 triumph¬ 
ed. Their faces were light ed up with the glory of God. 
Then I was shown a <^ompan^) who were howling in agony. 
On their garments was written in large characters, 
"thou art weighed ip th e balance, and found wanting." 
I asked who this (Company) were. The angel said, "these 
are they who have once kept the Sabbath and have given 
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it up." I heard them cry with a loud voice —"we have 
believed in thy coming, and taught it with energy." 
And while they were speaking, their eyes would fall 
upon their garments and see the writing, and then they 
would wail aloud. I saw they had drunk of the deep 
waters, and<foule^>the residue with their feet—trodden 
the Sabbath underfoot , and that is why they were weigh¬ 
ed in the balance and found wanting. Then my atten ding 
angel directed me to the City again, where I saw (four) 
(a ngel s) winging their way to the gate of the City, and 
were just presenting the g olden card to the angel at 
the gate. Then I saw (fmother )angel swiftly flying from 
the direction of the most excellent glory, and crying 
with a loud voice to the other angels, and waving some¬ 
thing up and down in his hand. I asked my attending 
angel for an explanation of what I saw. He told me 
that I could see no more then, but he would shortly 
show me what those things that I saw meant. 

Sabbath afternoon one of our number was sick, and 
requested prayers that he might be healed. We all united 
in applying to the Physician who never lost a case, 
and while healing power came down, and the sick heal¬ 
ed, the Spirit fell upon me, and I was taken off in 
vision. I saw (fbu^ angelg )who had a work to do on the 
earth, and were on their way to accomplish it. Jesus 
was clot hed w ith Priestly garments. He gazed in pity 
on the (remnant than raised his hands upward, and with 
a voice 5T deep pity cried—"MY BLOOD, FATHER, MY 
BLOOD, MY BLOOD, MY BLOOD." Then I saw an exceeding 
bright light come from God, who sat upon the great 
white throne, and was shed all about Jesus. Then I saw 
an angel with a co mmission from Jesus, swiftly flying 
to the (four)c angel s) who had a work to do on the earth, 
and waving something up and down in his hand, and cry¬ 
ing with a loud voice—"H OLD! HOLD! HOLD! HOLD! until 
the servants of God are ( pealed )in their foreheads." I 
asked my accompanyin g a n gel t he meaning of what I 
heard, and what the (fou^X gngeig ) were about to do. He 
shewed me that it was God that restrained the powers, 
and that he gave his angel s cha rge over things on the 
earth, and that the < fou^ X angei§ )had power from God to 
hold the four winds , and that they were about to let 
the four winds go, and while they had started on their 
mission to le t the m go, the merciful eye of Jesus 
gazed on the (^emnan^Hhat were not ilk sealed , then he 
raised his hands to the Father and plead with him that 
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he had spilled his blood for them.—Then (finothec ) ange l 
was commissioned to fly swiftly to the (foupTc ^nqelj^ 
and bid them hold until the servants of God were ( feal )- 
(gcj)with the ( gea^ ) of the living God in their foreheads . 

EW pp. 39-41. 

I have seen the tender love that God has for his 
people, and that it is very great. I saw an angel over 
every saint , with their wi ngs spread abou t them: and 
i f the saints wept through CcnscouragemenQ or were in 
( 0anqej ^ the angel that ever attended them would fly 
quickly upward to carry the tidings, and the angels in 
the City would cease to <fTng> Then Je sus wo uld com- 
mission another ^ancjel to descend to ^fncouraqt^, < yatcFj > 
over and try to( jceeg ) them from going outT of Efle narrow 
( path j) but, if they did not take heed to t he watc hful 
care of these angels, and would not be <?omfortecJ> by 
them, and continued to go astray, the angels would 
look sad and weep. Then they would bear the tidings 
upward, and all the angels in the City would weep, and 
then with a loud voice say, Amen. But if the saints 
fixed their eyes on the prize before them, and glorif¬ 
ied God by praising him, then the angels would bear 
the glad tidings to the City, and the angels in the 
city would touch their golden harps and (gTng) with a 
loud voice—Alleluia! and the heavenly arches would 
(ging)with lovely songs^ I will here state, that there 
is perfect order and harmony in the holy City. 

All the angels that are commissioned to visit the 
earth, hold a golden card which they present to the 
angels at the gates of the City, as they pass in and 
out. Heaven is a good place. I long to be there, and 
behold my lovely Jesus, who gave his life for me, and 
be changed into his glorious image. Oh! for language 
to .express the glory of the bright world to come. I 
thirst for the living streams that make glad the City 
of our God. 

The Lord has given me a view of other worlds . Wings 
were given me, and an angel attended me from the City 
to a place that was bright and glorious. The grass of 
the place was living green, and the birds there war¬ 
bled a sweet song. The inhabitants of the place were 
of (aD) sizes , they were noble, majestic and lovely. 
They bore the express image of Jesus, and their count¬ 
enances beamed with holy joy, expressive of the free¬ 
dom and happiness of the place. I asked one of them 
why they were so much more lovely than those on the 
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earth. The reply was—"we have lived in strict <obedi^) 
(ence)to the commandments of God and have not fallen by 
disobedience, like those on the earth. Then I saw two 
trees, one looked much like the tree of life in the 
City. The fruit of both looked beautiful; but of one 
they could not eat. They had power to eat of both, but 
were forbidden to eat of one. Then my attending angel 
said to me—"none in this place have tasted of the 
forbidden tree; but if they s hould eat they would 
fall." Then I was taken to a<wbrlfl>which had seven 
moons. There I saw good old Enoch, who had been trans¬ 
lated. On his right arm he bore a glorious palm, and 
on each leaf was written Victory. Around his head was 
a dazzling white wreath, and leaves on the wreath, and 
in the middle of each leaf was written Purity; and 
around the leaf were stones of various colors, that 
shone brighter than the stars, and cast a reflection 
upon the letters, and magnified them. On the back part 
of his head was a bow that confined the wreath, and 
upon the bow was written Holiness . Above the wreath 
was a lovely crown that shone brighter than the sun. I 
asked him if this was the place he was taken to from 
the earth. He said "it is not; but the City is my home, 
and I have come to visit this place." He moved about 
the place as if perfectly at home. I begged of my 
attending angel to let me remain in that place. I 
could not bear the thought of coming back to this dark 
world again. Then the angel said—"you must_go back, 
and if you are faithful, you, with the <^ 44,00 0shall 
have the privilege of visiting all the worlds and 
viewing the handy work of God." _ 

Dec. 16, 1848, the Lord gave me a view of the ( ghak^ ) 
Qnq^ of the powers of the heavens. I saw that when the 
Lord said "heaven" (in giving the signs recorded by 
Matt., Mark and Luke,) he meant heaven, and when he 
said "earth" he meant earth. The powers of heaven, are 
the Sun, Moon, and Stars: they rule in the heavens. 
The powers of earth are those who bear rule on the 
earth. The pow ers^ of heaven will be ^shaken) at the 
voice of God. ( Then ) the Sun, Moon, and Stars will be 
(movetl ) o ut of their places. They will not pass away, 
but be ( shake? })by the voice of God. 

Dark, heavy clouds came up, and clashed against 
each other. The atmosphere parted and rolled back, 
then we could look up through the open space in Orion, 
from whence came the voice of God . The Holy City will 
come down through that open space. I saw that the 
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powers of earth are now being (ghakerj^ and that <event§) 

come in order . War, and rumors of war,—sword,_famine 

and pestilence, are first to shake the <^ower^) of 
earth, (£herj> the voice of God will shake the Sun, Moon 
and Stars, and this earth also. I saw that the shaking 
of the powers in Europe is not (as some teac h) th e 
shaking of t he powers of heaven, but it is the Shaking) 
of thefangry^ nations . 

EW pp. 42-45. 

Dear Brethren and Sisters— 

The Lord has shown me that it is my duty to relate 
to you, what he has revealed to me relating to the 
present truth, our present tried, scatt ered an d tempt - 
ed state, and our duty in view of the< ^comIrig^Judgment«t ) 
of God. 

Sabbath, March 24th, 1849, we had a sweet, and very 
interesting meeting with the Brethren at Topsham, Me. 
The Holy Ghost poured out upon us, and I was taken off 
in the Spirit to the City of the living God. There I 
was shown that the commandments of God, and the testi¬ 
mony of Jesus Christ, relating to the shut door, could 
not be separated , and that the time for the command¬ 
ments of God to shine out, with all their importance, 
and for God's people to be tried on the Sabbath truth, 
was when the door was opened in the Most Holy Place of 
the Heavenly Sanctuary, where the Ark is, containing 
the ten commandments. This doomras not opened, until 
the mediation of Jesus was (finished) in the Holy Place 
of the Sanctuary in 1844. Then, Jesus rose up, and 
shut the door in the Holy Place, and opened the door 
in the Most Holy, and passed within the second vail , 
where he now stands by the Ark; and where the< faitfT >of 
Israel now reaches. 

I saw that Jesus had shut the door in the Holy 
Place, and no man can open it; and that he had opened 
the door in the Most Holy, and no man can shut it: 
(See Rev. 3:7, 8:) and that since Jesus has opened 
the door in the Most Holy Place , which contains the 
Ark, the commandments have been shining out to God's 
people, and they are being tested on the Sabbath 
question. 

I saw that the present test on the Sabbath could 
not come, u ntil the mediation of Jesus in the Holy 
Place was (finished); and hi had passed within the 
second vail; therefore, Christians, who fell asleep 
before the door was opened in the Most Holy, when the 
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midnight cry was (finished) at the seventh month 1844; 
and had not kept the true Sabbath, now rest in hope; 
for they had not the light, and the test on the S ab- 
bath, which we now have, since that door was<ppenet£ > I 
saw that Satan was tempting some of God's people on 
this point. Because so many good Christians have fall¬ 
en asleep in the triumphs of faith, and have not kept 
the true Sabbath, they were doubting about it being a 
(£es^) for us now. 

I saw that the enemies of the present truth have 
been trying to open th e doo r of the Holy Pl ace, that 
Jesus has shut; and to< $losg> the (doog) of the 
( Place d which he opened in 1844, where the Ark is con¬ 
taining the two tables of stone, on which are written 

the ten commandments, by the finger of Jehovah._ 

Satan is now using every device ( 15 ) (£hig)<s ealint } 
(^tjroej t o kee p the minds of God's people from the~ (pre^ 
(sen^ (^sealinq>truth; and to cause them to waver. I saw 
a covering that God was drawing over his people, to 
protect th em in the time of trouble; and every soul 
that was(decided)on theC tTrutR^and )was (pure?) in heart, 
was to be?covefed)with the covering of Almighty God. 


Satan knew this, and was at work in might; 


t o keep the min ds of as many as he possibly coul 
settled) and (ffaveriruj) on the truth. I saw that the 
mysterious knocking in N. Y. a nd ot her places, was the 
power of Satan; and that suchCthingj)would be more and 
more common, clothed in a religious garb, to lull the 


deceived to (mor^Qsecurit^ and to dr aw th e minds of 
God's people, if possible, to those <£hing§) and cause 
them to doubt the teachings, and power of the Holy 
Ghost . 

I saw that Satan was working through agents, in a 
(dumber)of (ways} He was at work through ministers, who

fesse 


vhile preaching or praying or in conversation usedJMes- 
merism to gain adherents, and the people would(jejoice) 
in this influence, for they thought it was the Holy 
Ghost. A nd even some that used it, were so far in the 
(darkness)and deception of the Devil, that they thought 
rt~W35^Etie power of God, given them to exercise. They 
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had made God altogether such an one as (fhemselveS) ; and 
had valued his powe r as a thing of naught. 

Some of these Cagents) of Satan were affecting the 
( JpodiesT)of some of the saints; those that they could 
not deceive and draw away from the truth by a satanic 
influence . Oh! that all could get a view of it as God 
revealed it to me, that they might know more of the 
wiles of Satan, and be on their guard. I saw that 
Satan was at work in these ways to distract, deceive, 
and draw away God's people, justC now ^in t his se aling 
time. I saw some who were not standing (stiffly) for 
present truth. T heir knees were Q:remblinqj an d their 
fget were (sliding) because the y were not< ^irmly ]3 glant^ > 
(ed) on the truth, and the (coverintj) of Almighty God 
c£uld__Qot be drawn over them while they were thus 
Lremblinc 

satarT was trying his every art to hold them where 
they were, until the sealing was past, and the< cover ^> 
( jriq) dr3wn over God's people, and they left out, with¬ 
out a shelt er fro m the burning wrath of God, in the 
seven last (plaques) _ 

God has begun to draw this (coverintj) over his peo¬ 
ple, and itviLLlvery soon be dra wn ~over a ll who are 
to have a ( shelte g) in the day of (( slaughter ) Q oc j w ill 
work in power' for his people; and Satan will be per¬ 
mitted to work also. _ _ 

J^^saw that the mysterious (gigng) and (wonders) and 
(false) reformations would increase, and spread. The 
reformations that were shown me, were not<jeformationg) 
from error to truth ; but from bad to worse; for those 
who professed a change of heart, had only wrapt about 
them a religious garb, wh ich co vered up the iniquity 
of a wicked heart. Some (ippearecj) to have been really 
converted, so as to deceive God's people; but if th eir 
hearts could be seen, they would appear as<jTacj£)as 
ever. 

My accompanying angel bade me look for the travel 
of soul for sinners as used to be. I looked, but could 
not see it; for the time for their salvation is ( past fi^ 

G)The writer of these words did not understand them 
as teaching that the time for the salvation of all 
sinners was past. At the very time when these 

things were written she herself was laboring for the 
salvation of sinners, as she has been doing ever since. 

Her understanding of the matter as it has been pre¬ 
sented to her is given in the following paragraphs, 
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the first published in 1854, and the second in 1888: 

"The 'false reformations' here referred to are yet 
to be more fully seen . The view relates more particul¬ 
arly to those who have heard and rejected the light of 
the advent doctrine. They are given over to strong de¬ 
lusions. Such will not have 'the travail of soul for 
sinners' as formerly. Having rejected the advent, and 
being given over to the delusions of Satan, 'the time 
for their salvation is past.' This does not, however, 
relate to those who have not heard and rejected the 
doctrine of the second advent." 

"It is a fearful thing to treat lightly the truth 
which has convinced our understanding and touched our 
hearts. We cannot with impurity reject the warnings 
which God in mercy sends us. A message was sent from 
heaven to the world in Noah's day, and the salvation 
of men depended upon the manner in which they treated 
that message . Because they rejected the warning, the 
Spirit of God was withdrawn from the sinful race, and 
they perished in the waters of the flood. In the time 
of Abraham, mercy ceased to plead with the guilty in¬ 
habitants of Sodom , and all but Lot with his wife and 
two daughters were consumed by the fire sent down from 
heaven. So in the days of Christ. The Son of God de¬ 
clared to the unbelieving Jews of that generation, 
' Your house is left unto you desolate .' Looking down 
to the last days, the same infinite power declares, 
concerning those who ' received not the love of the 
truth , that they might be saved,' 'For this cause God 
shall send them strong delusions, that they should be¬ 
lieve a lie : that they all might be damned who be¬ 
lieved not the truth , but had pleasure in unrighteous¬ 
ness. ' As they rejected the teachings of His Word, God 
withdraws His Spirit, and leaves them _ to the de¬ 

ceptions which they love ."

The Lord 
has shown me (some) who(profess)the present truth, whose 


lives do not correspond with their 


have got the<standarcf)of piety altogether too low, and 


come far short of Bible holiness. Some engage in vain, 
and unbecoming conversation; and others give way to 
the risings of self. We must not expect to please our- 
selves, live and act like the world, have its pleas-

world , and reign with Christ in glory. 

We must be partakers of Christ's sufferings here, 
if we would share in his glory hereafter. If we seek 
our own interest, how we can best please ourselves,

0, let us live wholly for the Lord, and show by a 
well ordered life, and godly conversation that we have 
been with Jesus, and are his meek and low ly followers. 
We must wo rk wh ile the day lasts, for (yvheg) the dark 
(nighb of (^trouble) and anguish comes, it will beCtcMp 
QateJ to work for God~ ] Jesus isCstill^in his Holy 
Temple , and willC jiow ) accept our sacrifices, our pray¬ 
ers, and our confessions of faults and sins, and will 
( jiow )pardon all the tr ansgre ssion s of I srael, that they 
may be blotted out <Sefore> heCleaves> the Sanctuary . 
When Jesus Q.eaves >the Sanctuary, then he that is holy 
and righteous, will be holy and righteous still; for 
all their sins will then be blotted out , and they will 
be sealed with the seal of the living God. But those 
that are unjust and filthy, will be unjust and 
filthy still; for fthen)there will be no Priest in the 
Sanctuary to offer their sacrifices, their confessions, 
and their prayers( ^ befor^ the Father's throne.

or for Death ." 

I saw that those who had the means, were required 
to help speed those (messenge rsi t hat God had called to 
labor i n h is cause, arid isQ they ) we nt from pl ace t o 
place, fEhey)would be safe from the<^revailin^fpestiT^ 
(ence^ ) But if any went that were not sent of God, they 
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would be in danger of being( gjt^owg) by the (pestilence^ ) 
therefore all should earnestly seek for duty, and be 
sure and move by the direction of the Holy Spirit. 

What we have seen and heard of the (pestilence) is 
but the beginning of what we shall see and hear . Soon 
the dead and dying will be all around us . I saw that 
graU f jfw iVObe so. har dene d, as to e ven make sport of the 
;1udgmenE£) of God. ( Then ) the (jTlaio^tof the Lord will be 
frBimJfie end of tFieearth, to the other; they will 
not be lamented, gathered, nor buried ; b ut th eir ill 
savor will come up from the face of the (ffholg)earth . 
Those^onlywho have the ( seal ) of the living God, will 
be (sheltered from the storm of( wratff) th at will soon 
fallcrTTfieneads of those who have (rejectee?) the truth .

TO THE "LITTLE FLOCK." 

Dear: Brethren. —The Lord gave me a view, January. 26, 
which I will relate . I saw that some of the people of 
God were stupid and dormant; and were but half awake , 
and did not realize the ( ^iing ) we were now living in; 
and that the "man" with the "dirt-brush" had entered, 
and that some were in danger of being swept away. I 
begged of Jesus to save them, to spare them a little 
longer, and let them see their awful danger, that they 
might get ready b efore it sho uld be for ever too late. 
The angel said, CjPestrugtiqrj^ is coming like a mighty 
whirlwind ." I begged of the angel to pity and to save 
those who loved this world, and were attached to their 
possessions, and were not wil ling to cu t loose f rom 
them, "and sacrifice them to< spee3 ^hg)(l fiessengeri > on 
their way to feed the hungry sheep, who were perishing 
for want of spiritual food. 

As I viewed poor souls dying for want of the pre¬ 
sent truth, and some who professed to believe the 
truth were letting them die, by withholding the nec¬ 
essary means to carry forward the work of God , the 
sight was too,painful, and I begged of the angel to re¬ 
move it from me. I saw that when the cause of God 
called for some of their property, like the young man 
who care to Jesus^ LMatt. xix, 16-22, j they went away 
sorrowful; and that soon the overflowing scourge would 
pass over and sweep their possessions all away, and 
then it would be too late to sacrifice earthly goods, 
and lay up a treasure in heaven.

PRAYER AND FAITH 

I have frequently seen that the children of the 
Lord neglect prayer, especially secret prayer, alto¬ 
gether too much; that many do not exercise that faith 
which it is their privilege and duty to excerise, often 
waiting for that feeling which faith alone can brinq. 
Feeling is not faith ; the two are distinct. Faith is 
ours to exercise, but joyful feeling and the blessing 
are God's to give . The grace of God comes to the soul 
through the channel of living faith, and that faith it 
is in our power to exercise. 

True faith lays hold of and claims the promised 
blessing before it is realized and felt . We must send 
up our petitions in faith within the second veil and 
let our faith take hold of the promised blessing and 
claim it as ours. We are then to believe that we re- 
cieve the blessing, because our faith has hold of it, 
and according to the Word it is ours. "What things so¬ 
ever ye desire, when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them." Mark 11:24. Here is 
faith, naked faith, to believe that we receive the 
blessing, even before we realize it. When the promised 
blessing is realized and enjoyed, faith is swallowed 
up. But many suppose they have much faith when sharing 
largely of the Holy Spirit and that they cannot have 
faith unless they feel the power of the Spirit. Such 
confound faith with the blessing that comes through 
faith . The very time to exercise faith is when we feel 
destitute of the Spirit . When thick clouds of darkness 
seem to hover over the mind, then is the time to let 
living faith pierce the darkness and scatter the 
clouds. True faith rests on the promises contained in 
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the Word of God, and those only who obey that Word can 
claim its glorious promises. "If ye abide in Me, and 
My words abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and 
it shall be done unto you." John 15:7. "Whatsoever we 
ask,, we receive of Him, because we keep His command¬ 
ments, and do those things that are pleasing in His 
sight." 1 John 3:22. 

We should be much in secret prayer. Christ is the 
vine, ye are the branches. And if we would grow and 
flourish, we must continually draw sap and nourishment 
from the Living Vine; for separated from the Vine we 
have no strength. 

I asked the angel why there was no more faith and 
power in Israel. He said, "Ye let go of the arm of the 
Lord too soon. Press your petitions to the throne, and 
hold on by strong faith . The promises are sure. Be- 
lieve ye receive the things ye ask for, and ye shall 
have them."

His merits, and His great mercy, he 
will get away their shield of faith and gain his ob¬ 
ject; they will be exposed to his fiery temptations . 
The weak should therfore look to Jesus, and believe in 
Him; they then exercise faith .

THE PRESENT CRISIS. 

January 1, 1889. By MRS. E. G. WHITE. 

We feel deeply over the present state of the church 
whose members have long possessed a knowledge of those 
events which are to transpire near the close of time 
in fulfillment of prophetic history. Christ is coming 
in power and great glory, and the dead are to be "jud¬ 
ged out of those things which are written in the books, 
according to their works." The One who has stood as 
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our intercessor; who hears all penitential prayers and 
confessions; who is represented with a rainbow, the 
symbol of grace and love, encircling his head, is soon 
to cease his work in the heavenly sanctuary. Grace and 
mercy will then descend from the throne, and justice 
will take their place. He for whom his people have 
looked will assume his right,— the office of Supreme 
Judge. "The Father . . . hath committed all judgments 
unto the Son. . . . And he hath given him authority to 
execute judgment also, because he is the Son of man." 
It was he, says Peter, who was ordained to "judge the 
guick [the living] and the dead." "He hat appointed a 
day, in the which he will judge the world in right¬ 
eousness by that man whom he hath ordained. 

The faith and patience of those who have waited 
long, have been sorely tried . "Hope deferred has made 
the heart sick;" and the cry has come up before God . 
"Lord, how long?" But now the signs are fulfilling,— 
nation rising against nation, startling calamities by 
land and by sea, famine, pestilence, fearful storms, 
sweeping floods, and great conflagrations. All these 
testify that we are approaching the grand consurmation. 
The cry going up to God from the waiting ones, will 
not be in vain. The response will come, "It is done." 
"He which is filthy, let him be filthy still; ... he 
that is holy, let him be holy still." Can the church 
contemplate this hour with calm indifference? 

The crisis is now upon us. The battle is to be waged 
between the Christianity of the Bible and the Christ¬ 
ianity of 'human tradition . Is there not a criminal 
neglect an our present sleepy condition? There must be 
a decided advance movement among us. We must show to 
the world that we recognize, in the events that are 
now taking place in connection with the National Re- 
form movement , the fulfillment of prophecy. That which 
we have, for the last thirty or forty years, proclaimed 
would come, is now here; and the trumpet of every 
watchman upon the walls of Zion should raise the alarm. 

Prophecy represents Protestantism as having lamb¬ 
like horns, but speak like a dragon . Already we are 
beginning to hear the voice of the dragon. There is a 
satanic force propelling the Sunday movement, but it 
is concealed. Even the men who are engaged in the 
work, are themselves blinded to the results which will 
follow their movement . Let not the commandment-keeping 
people of God be silent at this time, as though we

gracefully accepted the situation. There is the pro- 
spect before us, of waging a continuous war, at the 
risk of imprisonment of losing property and even life 
itself, to defend the law of God, which is being made 
void by the laws of men . This Bible text will be quoted 
to us, "Let every soul be subject unto the higher 
powers. ... The powers that be are ordained of God." 

When the disciples preached Christ and him crucifi¬ 
ed, after his resurrection, the authorities commanded 
them not to speak any more nor to teach in the name of 
Jesus. "But Peter and John answered and said unto them, 
Whether it be right in the sight of God to hearken 
unto you more than unto God, judge ye. For we cannot 
but speak the things we have seen and heard." They 
continued to preach Jesus and him crucified, and after¬ 
ward raised from the dead. The sick were healed, and 
thousands were added to the church. "Then the high 
priest rose up, and all that were with "him (which is 
the s^ct of the Sadducees), and were filled with in¬ 
dignation, and laid their hands on the apostles, and 
put them in the common prison ." 

But the God of heaven, the mighty Ruler of the uni¬ 
verse, took this matter into his own hands ; for men 
were warring against his work. He showed them plainly 
that there is a ruler above man, whose authority must 
be respected. The Lord sent his angel by night to open 
the prison doors; and he brought forth these men whom 
God had commissioned to do his work. Thus we see that 
these rulers were not in harmony with God's word. Had 
they taken him into their counsel, they would not have 
commanded the disciples to do contrary to his will . 
The rulers said, "Speak not at all, nor teach in the 
name of Jesus ;" but the heavenly messenger sent by God, 
said, "Go, stand and speak in the temple to the people 
all the words of this life." 

Those who shall seek to compel men to observe an 
institution of the papacy, and trample upon God's 
authority, are doing a work similar to that of the 
scribes, Pharisees, and Sadducees in the days of the 
apostles. When the laws of earthly rulers are brought 
into opposition to the laws of the Supreme Ruler of 
the universe, then those who are God's loyal subjects 
will be true to him. 

The National Reform movement, that the world and 
the church have linked hands to bring about , will man- 
iest the same oppression, haughtiness, arrogance, and

intolerance which have prevailed in past ages. The 
powers of human councils then assumed the prerogat¬ 
ives of Deity, crushing under their despote will, lib¬ 
erty of conscience and the right of individual respons¬ 
ibility; and imprisonment, exile, and death followed 
for all who opposed their dictates . 

Many will plead that there is no prospect that 
popery will ever be revived. If it shall regain its 
lost ascendency, it will be by Protestantism's giving 
it the right hand of fellowship . If it shall be 
legislated into power by the concessions of time serv- 
ing men, the fires of persecution will be rekindled 
against those who will not sacrifice conscience and 
the truth for the errors of the papacy . Once let the 
minds of the Christian world be turned away from God; 
let his law be dishonored and his holy day trampled 
upon, and they will be ready to take any step where 
Satan may lead the way. 

Some urge that the Catholic religion is not what it 
once was ; that the principles to which Protestants 
could not concede, and indignantly rose up to war 
against, were held by Catholics in the days of their 
ignorance and barbarism . They say that the present 
high mental development of the people would never 
allow them to adopt the plan of action carried out in 
the past,—compelling the conscience upon religious 
subjects. But there is nothing in the Scriptures to 
assure us against the reinstatement of popery. Pro¬ 
testants to-day are a self-sufficient, world-loving 
people; but they must have some religion, and prefer 
that consisting of forms and outward display, rather 
than the simplicity of the true religion of Jesus 
Christ. They are too wise in their own conceit to seek 
God for counsel and direction,—to open the Guide Book 
which points them to the only way that leads to heaven. 
They close their hearts to Jesus in his humiliation, 
self-denial, and self-sacrifice, and open the door to 
the delusions of Satan. 

While the Protestant world is, by her attitude, 
making concessions to Rome, we should arouse to com¬ 
prehend the situation and view the contest before us 
in its true bearings. While men have slept, Satan has 
been stealthily sowing the tares . Let the watchmen now 
lift up their voice like a trumpet , and give the mess¬ 
age which is present truth for this time. Let them 
know where we are in prophetic history, that the spirit 
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of true Protestantism may awaken all the world to a 
sense of the value of the privileges of religious lib¬ 
erty so long enjoyed. 

This nation has been highly favored of God. It has 
been the great center of religious light and liberty. 
0, do not sleep now, and in your inactivity feel that 

you are doing the will of God ! The experience of God's 

commandment-keeping people now should correspond with 
the events that are crowding upon us. 

It should be the business of all the righteous in 
the land, as they see signs of the approach of peril, 
to arouse to action, and not sit in calm expectation 
of ruin, comforting themselves with the belief that 

this work must go on, because prophecy has foretold 

it, and that the Lord will shelter his people in the 

day of trial . Effectual, fervent prayers should be 

ascending to Heaven, that this calamity may be deferr¬ 
ed; for we are not ready to meet it . 

Everfy passing hour now is one of activity in the 
heavenly courts, to make ready a people upon the earth 
to act a part in the great scenes that are soon to 
open upon us. These transient moments , that seem of so 
little value to us, are weighty with eternal inter¬ 
ests. They are molding the destiny of souls for ever¬ 
lasting life or everlasting death. The words we utter 
to-day in the ears of the people, the works we are 
doing, the spirit of the message we are bearing , will 
be to human souls the savor of life unto life or of 
death unto death . We must be washing our robes of 
character in the blood of the Lamb. If we would be 
saints above, we must first be saints below. 

We have lost much time in inaction, because we have 
not realized the time in which we are living. This we 
deplore, and would humble our souls before God, plead¬ 
ing with him for pardon for sleeping at our post of 
duty, and allowing the enemy to gain advantage over 
us. Many have chosen to do nothing, when they should 
have been diligent to repulse the enemy. Let your ser¬ 
vices now be dedicated to God. Gird on the armor for 
vigorous work, saying, "Here am I, Lord, send me." 

It is essential that we be much in prayer to God, 
that his voice and his power may be manifested in be¬ 
half of his people, and that the angels may hold the 
four winds until the truth is more fully proclaimed, 
and the servants of God are sealed in their foreheads. 
God is not pleased with the attitude of his people. 
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Satan is taking the world captive, and the sentinels 
for God and the truth are letting him do it. "Watch 
then, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, be 
strong." Arouse, and come to the front . Be stanch to 
defend your religious liberty. 

Many of our people are registered in the books of 
heaven as slothful servants . They have buried their 
talents of money and capability in the world, and the 
work they should have done has been left undone. Some 
to whom the Lord has intrusted means, have been ease- 
lovers, and have not done their duty in the fear and 
love of God. Many have left the smaller churches, to 
unite with larger ones, where they carry, no burden of 
responsibility, and are only in the way. Such lose 
their spirituality and vital force, because they do 
comparatively nothing for the truth. What account will 
these have to give to the Master when he shall say, 
"Give account of thy stewardship?" 

We are not ready for this great issue to which the 
enforcement of the Sunday law will bring us. Let the 
members of our churches become missionaries for the 
Master; let them not linger in ease and indifference ; 
but let them go forth to work for God. Their spiritual 
muscles have been nearly palsied with inaction. Go 
without the camp, bearing the reproach for Christ and 
the truth. Work to-day in the Lord's vineyard. Go out 
into the highways and hedges, and stir up the people 
to investigate the truth. Woe to all who profess to 
walk in the light, yet who are at ease in Zion. They 
absorb the God-given rays of righteousness, but do not 
diffuse the light to others. The parable of the faith¬ 
less servant who hid his Lord's money, condemns them, 
and they are classed among those who refuse to be co- 
laborers with Jesus Christ, selfishly caring for their 
own ease, and leaving those for whom Christ has died, 
to perish without the knowledge of the truth which God 
has graciously given to them. Those who have been the 
receivers of spiritual light, may become the recep¬ 
tacles of darkness , to whom the words of Christ are 
applicable, "If therefore the light which is in thee 
be darkness , how great is that darkness . 

"But ye, brethren, are not in darkness, that that 
day should overtake you as a thief." May this state¬ 
ment be true of God's people, to whom he has committed 
the sacred trust of the knowledge of his law . "Your¬ 
selves know perfectly that the day of the Lord so

cometh as a thief in the night; for when they shall 
say , Peace and safety, then sudden destruction cometh 
upon them ." Just when many who have had light and 
evidence are saying, "Where is the promise of his 
coming?" and declaring that all things continue as they 
were from the beginning , the terrible realities of the 
day of God will burst upon them. Marvelous beyond ex¬ 
pression is the blindness of the people of this gen¬ 
eration. 

Every true child of God should now be inquiring, 
"What wouldst thou have me to do?" Brethren, for 
Christ's sake, do something, and do it now. Satanic 
influences are all around us, to be met and resisted. 
The tares are mingled with the wheat, error with 
truth, coldness with zeal, darkness with light . There 
must be a returning to our first love. We must battle 
nobly with tribulation and danger, in the midst of 
trials,_ tests, and provings of God. We must be rich in 
faith and good works. The message to the Laodicean 
church is applicable to those who have been made the 
repositary to rich truth . This church is distinguished 
in prophecy by its great profession of advanced light; 
yet it was filled with spiritual pride and lukewarm¬ 
ness in religion . They had a religious theory, but 
were greatly lacking in moral power and holiness. They 
are pronounced wretched, poor, blind, and naked . £ 
that our people would realize the danger, and heed the 
counsel of the True Witness . "Buy of me gold tried in 
the fire, that thou mayst be rich; and white raiment, 
that thou mayest be clothed; . . . and anoint thine 
eyes with eye-salve, that thou mayst see." 

Will we now, who have such great light, make some 
sacrifice for Jesus, who for our sakes became poor, 
that we through his poverty might be made rich? We 
must arouse, and through piety and earnest work for 
the Master, partake of his spirit of love for souls, 
of faith in God, that he may work with us, by us, and 
through us. 

Spiritual Paralysis 

When the truth is received , it will work radical changes 
in life and character; for religion means the abiding of 
Christ in the heart, and where he is, the soul goes on in 
spiritual activity, ever growing in grace , ever going on 
to perfection. All through our churches there are those 
who are spiritually paralyzed. They do not manifest 
spiritual life. May 24, 1892. RH 2:570.

It will not Appeal to the Masses , nor to any¬ 
one. It is sheer "Justification" by naked Faith . It is 
an almost "Suicidal" act . It is just as Preposterous 
as Christ telling His Disciples who were IN the "Holy" 
City, in the only place of Security, Warmth, Fellow¬ 
ship, and Refuge - to Flee "OUT" at a certain Sign . To 
be so utterly Irresponsible as to not even stop to get 
your Coat or your Purse. 

Of course, if you stop to Think of it, you will see 
the reason why they had to Flee like that. Of course 
you know well enough, and I know well enough, that to 
Stop to get that Purse would not delay you THAT much. 
But there was more involved . Other Members of the 
Household would ask you WHY you are going, and you 
would Stop and Argue with them, or try to Persuade 
them to Save themselves by coming with you. And the 
End of it all may be that you would lose TIME, and in 
losing TIME you would lose your LIFE. This persuasion 
you shold have done LONG-BEFORE, not left for the MID¬ 
NIGHT HOUR. In the MIDNIGHT HOUR there is no Pleading, 
that is all Past , it is Time now to Obey the Command " 
"GO" and "GO ye OUT" and let there be no presumptuous 
dallying. With some Sickening and Perverted "LOVE" for 
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the Unreqenerate . "REMEMBER LOT'S WIFE. Remember Rev. 18. 


This is a hard Test . But if ye "Lov e them MORE than Me 
ye are not worthy of ME." So make up your mind which 
will it be? Christ or the World? If ye dally when Time 
has run out, they may even Call for the Jerusalem 
Police to lock you in Irons, and FORCE you to STAY-on 
the Charge of "Desertion!!"

PLACES" in the Mountains and Deserts and Isolated 
places . I see this as vacated Mining Camps, Logging 
Camps, Fishing Camps, Army Camps, abandoned Radar 
Sataions, Forestry Look-out Stations. Mainly for the 
Winter, and most likely only one Winter to worry about.

As the 
RABBIS see these SIGNS , Christ said, they will declare 
that they are God's Judgments on the nations for hold¬ 
ing his chosen people jin bondage . (Worst crop-failure 
in 100 years in Russia. Now American Government has 
made a Deal with Russia to give them MILLIONS OF 
Dollars in Credit so they will release JEWS to Flock 
to Jerusalem to be ATOMIZED! The Jews take this as a 
SIGN to help them, or is it a SIGN to destroy them? ) 

"They will say that these SIGNS are the Tokens of the 
Advent of the Messiah (the Maxwell Book!) 
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"Be not deceived; they are the BEGINNING of his Judg¬ 
ments. The JEWISH people have looked to themselves. 
They have NOT REPENTED and been converted, that I 
should heal them. (By far the greatest Majority boast 
that they are as Godless as the Bolsheviks .

Christ has 
warned us of this, that we may not be surprised... "that 
ANTICHRIST shall come...whereby we KNOW that it is the 
last Time . They went OUT from us, but they were not OF

Servants of God, with their faces lighted up and 
shining with holy consecration, will hasten from place 
to place to proclaim the message from heaven. By thou¬ 
sands of voices all over the earth, the warning will 
be given. Miracles will be wrought, the sick will be 
healed and signs and wonders will follow the believ¬ 
ers. Satan also works with lying wonders, even bring¬ 
ing down fjre from heaven in the sight of men . Rev.

.The message will be carried as was the Midnight Cry 
1884, not so much by arguement as by the deep convict¬ 
ion of the Spirit of God. The arguements have been 
presented, The seed has been sown, and now it will 
spring up and bear fruit. The publications distributed 
by missionary workers have exerted their influence , 
yet many whose minds were impressed have been prevented 
from fully comprehending the truth or from yielding 
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obedience. Now the rays of light penetrate everywhere, 
the truth is seen in its clearness , and the honest 
children of God sever the bands which have held them . 
Family connections, church relations, are powerless to 

stay them now . Truth is more precious than all be¬ 

sides. Notwithstanding the agencies combined against 
the truth, a large number take their stand upon the 
Lord's side . GC 612. 

Notwithstanding the spiritual darkness and alien¬ 
ation from God that exist in the churches which con¬ 
stitute Babylon, the great body of Christ's true 
followers are still to be found in their communion . 

There are many of these who have never seen the spec- 

ial truth for this time. Not a few dissatisfied with 
their present condition, and are longing for clearer 
light. They look in vain for the image of Christ in 
the churches with which they are connected. As these 
bodies depart farther and farther from the truth, and 
ally themselves more closely with the world, the diff¬ 
erence between the two classes will widen, and it will 
finally result in separation. The time will come when 
those who love God supremely can no longer remain in 

connection with such as are "lovers of pleasures more 

than loves of God ; having a form of godliness, but 

denying the power thereof. 

Revelation 18 points to the time when, as the re¬ 
sult of rejecting the threefold warning of Rev. 14:6- 
12, the church will have fully reached the condition 
foretold by the second angel , and the . people ! of God 
still in Babylon will be called upon to separate from 
her communion. This message is the last that will ever 
be given to the world; and it will accomplish its 
work. When those that "believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness," 2 Thess. 2:12. shall be 
left to receive strong delusions and to believe a lie, 
then the light of truth will shine upon all whose 
hearts are open to receive it, and all the children of 
the Lord that remains in Babylon will heed the call, 
"Come out of her, My people." Rev. 18:4. GC 390. 

Notwithstanding these inspired declarations, how 
many professed Christians are enfeebling their powers 
in the pursuit of gain or the worship of fashion; 'how 
many are debasing their godlike manhood by gluttony, 
by wine-drinking, by forbidden pleasure. And the 
church, instead of rebuking too often encourages the 
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evil,iJ?x. ( .apealif}g to, , appetite, 0 to.,,dpsir,^ for gain or. 
love of pleasure, to replenish her treasury , which 
love for Christ is too feeble to supply. Were Jesus 
to enter the churches of to-day, and behold the feast¬ 

ing and unholy traffic there conducted in the name of 
religion, would He not drive out those desecrators, as 

He banished the money-changers from the temple? GC 474. 

"And many FAlse Pro phets shall rise , and shall deceive 
many ," False Christs did arise, deceiving the people 
and leading great numbers into the Desert . Magicians 
and Sorcerers, claiming miraculous power drew the 
people after them into the mountain solitudes . But 
this prophecy was also spoken for the Last Days. COM¬ 
PANIES inspired by SATAN will be formed to deceive and 
delude. This will be a SIGN of the Second Advent ... 

"When ye therefore shall see the abomination of desol- 
ation, spoken of by Daniel the Prophet, stand in the 
holy place (whoso readeth, let him understand ,) then 
let them which be in Judea FLEE into the mountains 

(let there be no presumptuous dallying)... 

"... the Christians obeyed this warning , and not a 
Christian perished in the destruction of the city..." 
RH 3:632, 633. ( See also 634-3 .) 

In this Time, if we go with God we are safe. If we 
follow the false Prophets we share their Fate-DEATH ! 

"Blind Leaders of the Blind - BOTH shall Fall in the 
Ditch!"

"There are many, many professed Christians vto are wait¬ 
ing unconcernedly for the coming of the Lord. They have not 
on the garment of His righteousness.
